ARTS FED^N CONVENTION 

The eleventh annual Convention of the 
American Federation of Arts, held, as w^as 
the tenth convention last year, at the Metro- 
politan Museum, May 19-22 inclusive, passed 
off fairly according to program, and was 
considered successful by its officers. The 
many papers scheduled as published in the 
Art News last week, were read to an audi- 
ence that varied in size at each session. 
Some of the papers interested the audiences, 
but most of them will perhaps be more 
effective when published in the Federation's 
organ, the Magazine of American Art, than 
they were when made, owing frequently to 
poor delivery, etc. But this is inseparable 
from occasions of the sort. There was little 



delegates, all for whom accommodation 
could be provided, where Mr. Tiffany 
lunched the visitors. 

The proceedings having been largel}^ ac- 
ademic and, save for the sensation caused 
by *'Joe" Pennell, who may be said to have 
been the ''clown" of the "literary circus," 
they unfortunately received scant notice in 
the dailies. The one practical thing accom- 
plished by the Convention was the passage 
of resolutions on the final day. 

The resolutions are as follows, offered by 
Miss Mary Butler of Phila. on Billboards: 

Resolved, that in the opinion of the Federation, 
billboard advertising in public highvirays either in 
city, suburb or country is an artistic disgrace and 
should be prevented by all lawful means. 

Resolved, that the American Federation of Arts 
heartily approves the resolutions presented by Mr. 
Crawford to oppose the bill now before Congress 
which restricts the National Yellowstn-e Park by 
8,000 acres for an irrigation basin. Further that 
copies of t'he original resolutions be sent to the 
members of Congress and to the Committee on 
Rules.' And further that copies of the original reso- 
lutions be sent to the chapters of the Fc'deration 
for action. 

Regarding the petition to t'he Federation presented 
by Joseph Pennell, the Committee presents the fol- 
lowing: 

Resolved, that the Federation approves (a) Reform 
of the copyright law to better protect the interests 
of the artist and his heirs ; (b) the enlargement of the 
scope and powers of the Federation's present bureau 
of information ; (c) protection against production and 



PENNELL ON BILLBOARDS 

As stated elsewhere in the story of the 
Federation of Arts tenth annual convention, 
held in the Metropolitan Museum last week, 
the one sensation of the long proceedings 
was the address, or more properly the dis- 
cursive talk on "the Billboard Nuisance" 
made by Joseph Pennell. 

The speaker, "a master of overstatement," 
as a Phila. delegate termed him, handled his 
subject in his characteristic manner, which, 
as the London Times observes "reminds 
one of a fox terrier who has a vendetta with 
a postman," and paid his respects, in most 
intemperate language, to the billboard own- 
ers, those who advertise on them, and the 
artists who design them. (The speaker ad- 
mitted that he had designed and drawn for 
advertising circulars and booklets for the 
Armours of Chicago, etc.) He began his 
talk with the patriotic (?) remark that "Last 
3^ear he had found the Federation discussing 
War Memorials which subject appeared to 
have been forgotten, and that next year, he 
hoped if he should have the honor of ap- 
pearing before the next Federation Con- 
vention, the war itself, as well as the mat- 
ter of War Memorials, would be forgotten." 
This beautiful sentiment was not given to 
the press by the recorder of proceedings, 



business buildings at Fifth Ave. and 42nd 
St., north side, which so mar the effect of 
the Public Library, he was, presumably, un- 
aware, as were also the Federation's mem- 
bers who applauded him, that the speaker 
who was to follow, and did follow him, Mr. 
Robert Grier Cooke, Pres. of the Fifth 
Ave. Association, and who spoke on "Show 
Windows," although frequently appealed to 
by members of his Association, to have 
these removed, permitted the owner or 
lessee of these buildings, who obtains a 
large rental from these signs, Mr. Walter 
Salmon — to remain for some years member 
of the Fifth Ave. Association, although, it 
is reported, he recently resigned. While 
Mr. Cooke may have made, futile attempts 
towards the removal or abatement of the 
nuisance, he has never accomplished any- 
thing toward these ends, with the result that 
members of the Association have resigned 
from it. 

The substance of Mr. Pennell's talk, as 
given out by the Federation, follows: 

"Mr. Pennell's words came fast and his sarcasm 
and contempt were not at all veiled. 'Billboards,' he 
said, 'are* ruining t'he landscape and the townscape. 
They are a danger to road users. They harbor dirt 
and indecency. As in all other countries laws must 
control them and, more important, be enforced.* He 
scored billboards as a menace to public taste, as 
eyesores in our cities, and as destroyers of country- 
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of constructive criticism in any of the pa- 
pers. Perhaps those read by Director Ste- 
vens and Mrs. Stevens of the Toledo Mu- 
seum on Museum attendance and the best 
way to interest the public in Museums, by 
Director Raymond Wyer of the Worces- 
ter Museum, and by Director Beatty of the 
Carnegie Museum at Pittsburgh, were the 
best. 

^ The only touch of amusement or sensa- 
tion in the three days' literary program was 
afforded by the redoubtable "Joe" Pennell, 
who spoke on Friday on "The Billboard 
Nuisance," the story of which interlude in a 
long and dull program, will be found else- 
where. The old officers were re-elected. 
Some "Round Table" dinners were held 
Friday night at the Hotel McAlpin where 
Industrial and Community Art and Organ- 
ization of Public School Art Societies were 
discussed by authorities, most of whom, evi- 
dently unused to public speaking, increased 
the general somnolence of the weary diners. 
A "specially conducted" excursion on Sat- 
urday to the Louis C. Tiffany Foundation

LIBRARY SALE PROMPTED TAX 

(Special Cable to American Art News) 
Paris, May 27, 1920.— It transpires that 
the impelling cause of the recent imposition 
of an export and import tax on art and 
literary properties by the Government was 
the recent sale to the Rosenbach Co. of 
Phila. and N. Y. of the famous Robert 
Schumann Library of XVII C. French 
books, a transaction of a half million dollars. 
This sale and the removal from France of 
so notable a collection alarmed the Govern- 
ment, which foresaw others of a like nature, 
and the speedy denuding, at bargain prices, 
with the franc at 7 cents, of the country's 
most valued art and literary possessions. 
Hence the levying of the tax. 



and as there were no reporters for the 
dailies present, would go publicly unrecord- 
ed, but for this report. 

Notwithstanding this pronouncement of 
his un-Americanism, no delegate called Mr. 
Pennell to order, but the majority wildly 
applauded his extreme utterances, and when 
Mr. Tom Nokes of the Poster Magazine 
rose, to question some of the speaker's 
statements, he was hissed, and shut off by 
the Chairman after a few minutes. 

A good example of, Mr. Pennell's reck- 
lessness of statement was his attack on for- 
mer Senator Clark for the latter's permit- 
ting two offensive billboards to stand on the 
corner diagonally opposite his mansion at 
Fifth Ave. and 77th St. As a matter of 
fact Senator Clark does not own the corner 
in question, and has made several attempts 
either to purchase said corner and remove 
the offending signs himself, and failing this, 
has vainly tried to induce the owners to 
remove them. 

When Mr. Pennell attacked, and in this 
case it would seem justly, the presence of 
the huge disfiguring advertising signs on the 



sides. 'The task of encouraging a strong public 
opinion against billboards falls upon the American 
Federation of Arts. Tlie billboard people,' declared 
the speaker, 'have stolen the beauty of our country, 
and to steal beauty is the- same as to steal cash. They 
tell us the billboard people give the farmers a chance 
to earn a little money.' And went on to say that the 
pickpocket also picks pockets to earn money. 

'*The speaker especially pointed out the danger of 
billboards on curves on highways and urged citizens 
to boycott advertisers that use billboards. He had 
no mercy for the poster advertising people, calling 
them 'barbarians' and 'vandals,' and spoke of the 
effect of ugly signs on the growing minds of children. 
'For every one hundred going into the museum to 
enjoy paintings many thousands are on the streets 
and absorbing the ugliness of billboards,' he said. 
The speaker showed lantern slides of sketches made 
by himself of billboards and their effect on city 
street's and landscape. 

''Other speakers objected strongly to the bill- 
board while there were a few who chose a middle 
course-, declaring that billboards were not bad be- 
cause they were billboards but because they were 
poorly designed or poorly placed. It was said that 
advertising as represented in billboards was an in- 
flated industry; also that an industry representing so 
great an interest could never be destroyed unless by 
legislation as in the case of prohibition.

EX-KAISER'S ART SOLD 

The sale of furniture and art objects, said 
to have been removed from the ex-former 
Kaiser's palaces and residences, and secured 
and imported by Mr. Valdemar Povelson, 
held at the Anderson Galleries Sat. aft. last, 
May 22, brought a total of only $7,877.50. 
The collection had been valued before the 
sale at $15,000 to $20,000. 

The chief buyer was the dealer, Mr. F. 
Baumeister. The top price, or $1,100, was 
paid by Mr. John Uhlman for a large rec- 
tangular mahogany commode, 35 in. high 
X 66 in. wide. A rug listed as coming from 
the Imperial Castle in Berlin was bought 
by Donchian Brothers for $420 F. Baumeis- 
ter paid $290 for an ormolu clock with com- 
»anion candelabra, and $310 for a carved 
ivory urn with silver gilt mounting. One 
of the little silver gilt music boxes contain- 
ing a mechanical bird was sold to L. Elwyn 
for $330, and the other to J. N. Juhr for 
$210. 

Among the hangings in the collection, the 
large red velvet piece from the throne room 
n the Imperial Castle was sold to H. G. 
Comstock for $75. The other red hangings 
averaged $35 and $40 apiece. Four lots of 
golden velvet window draperies went to T. 
Crowley for $125, and two pairs of yellow 
amask curtains were sold to K. S. Baliozar 
for $50 and $25, respectively. The great jug 
of carved ivory, purported to have been 
)ne of the Kaiser's official toasting mugs, 
was bought by P. R. Bloch for $200, and the 
royal cigarette cases were sold for $27.50 
apiece, two of them to A. Ferrara and one 
to Dr. M. Jacob. Two little carved ivory 
figures inclosing shrines brought $27.50 
each, and were sold to C. R. Treat. P. M. 
Herts bought a crystal and ormolu chan- 
delier for $60, and P. R. Bloch a delft elec- 
tric lamp with a beaded shade for $100. 

A marble and ormolu clock was bought 
by W. M. Tompkins for $60, an ormolu 
clock by C. R. Carr for $105, and a large 
.ouis XV style clock by A. Takamine for 
$240. The furniture from the royal palace 
in Munich brought better prices than that 
from the Bellevue Castle in Berlin. 

Miniatures on ivory, of which there were 
eight, brought prices ranging from $20 to 
$165. A miniature of the meeting of Na- 
poleon with Frederick William III in 
Memel, East Prussia,, sold for $90. A draw- 
ing room set made for Elizabeth of Prussia, 
Queen of Friedrich Wilhelm IV, used by 
the Kaiserin in her Bellevue Palace in Ber^ 
lin, sold for $635.

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LONDON 

Lpndon, May 15, 1920. 
The humanizing of the National Gallery 
proceeds apace. When the rooms recently 
vacated by the Ministry of Munitions were 
recently reopened, invitations were issued 
to a private view at which old Italian music 
was discoursed, the strains of Palestrina and 
other composers of Renaissance times, ac- 
cording- admirably with the Renaissance as- 
pect of the re-arranged galleries. The way 
in which the Italian collection is now dis- 
posed is a vast improvement on its former 
haphazard grouping. One small ante-room 
is now devoted to the mythological sub- 
jects which so. much intrigued the cinque- 
cento painters, while the rooms branching 
. off it display the altarpieces and Holy 
Families that are among the treasures of 
the collection. The famous Ansidei Ma- 
donna of Raphael has a little niche of her 
own, . the splendid Crivellis hanging close 
by. Beneath the Dome are to be found the 
Signorellis and Cimas in positions in which 
their size receives its ^ue value and effect. 
The result of the re-arrangement is to give 
a more suitable and" favorable setting to 
each work and to aid the spectator to make 
a study of it in the most sympathetic sur- 
roundings. So far as is possible under the 
^conditions of a gallery, the pictures have 
been given an "entourage" similar to that 
originally, intended for them. 

Walter Crane Exhibition 

The late Walter Crane was evidently one 
of those rare souls who draw principally 
for their own pleasure and prefer to keep 
in their own studios the works that please 
them most. For at the memorial exhibition 
of his paintings and watercolors, now on 
at the gallery of Messrs.' Bromhead and 
Cutts of 18 Cork Street, W. I., one finds a 
large, number of. Compositions, some on 
allegorical subjects, others, of landscapes, 
broadly handled, and with a pecularly poig- 
nant feeling for the beauty of Nature, all 
showing the artist in a somewhat different 
light . from that in which he is usually 
familiar to the man-in-the-^street, who knows 
him best by his book illustrations and by 
his particularly charming designs for deco- 
ration. The Pre-Raphaelite influence, both 
as regards mental outlook and artistic 
treatment is purely discernible in such 
works as his "Sleeping Beauty," the 
legend that fascinated more than one de- 
signer of the same school; his "St. George 
and the Dragon," in which full advantage 
is taken of the decorative opportunities af- 
forded by the beast and by the armor worn 
by the knight, and in his "World's Con- 
querors," a picture in which "Labor," 
"Fame," "Power," "Beauty" and "Love" 
override all save "Time" and "Death." 

A Picture Exchange. 

According to "The Times," it has been 
practically de.Gided between the Paris Salon 
and London's Royal Academy to arrange 
^for a loan next year of, the greater number 
of the works of art exhibited at the former, 
the compliment to be returned later in a 
selection of the Academy exhibits for dis- 
play in Paris. Olyfnpia is mentioned as a 
possible place of reception, Burlington 
House not b;eing available for the purpose. 
It is pleasing to learn that just now there 
is as big- a vogue in Paris for contemporary 
British art as there . has for many years 
been over here for the French, although at 
the same tirne one feels that it will be 
politic to select with the greatest care the 
examples that it is proposed to send from 
the Academy if this pleasant state of affairs 
is to be kept up. L. G. S. 



CHICAGO 

The 17th annual exhibition of the Chicago 
Camera Club, now on, adds another show 
to those at the Art Institute. Ninety prints 
constitute the collection which is one of the 
best they have so far placed on view. The 
prizes in the watercolor exhibition have 
been announced. A. F. Tellander received 
the WilHam N. Tuthill prize of $100 and 
Elizabeth Spaulding the C. E. Kremer of 
$75. 

The six beautiful Zuloagas at the Arts 
Club continue a great attraction. Of these 
three are large. . They are all in his best 
style and have been placed with much taste. 
An exhibition of Indian drawings and paint- 
ings and drawings by Monzizan is an- 
nounced for June 5. 

Edgar Alwyn Payne is back from Calif, 
with a collection of mountain and seashore 
canvases which he is showing at the beau- 
tiful. Keedy Studios. He has broadened in 
style with his long residence in a land of 
big things and he. gives mountain pictures 
full of the majesty of mass, and marines 
representing violent action of water. His 
color is good and applied with knowledge. 

Mr. J. W. Young has exploded a bomb 
shell with an advertisement calling upon 
farmers to give summer accommodations 
to artists in return for their assistance at 
light farm labor. This seems a most sen- 
sible idea in that as contact with Nature 
and sympathy with his kind are most essen- 
tial to an artist, and a little wholesome out-^ 
door work would benefit both body and 
mind in the ease of many young men. It 
remains to be seen how farmers and artists 
react to the suggestion. 

Canvases by Schou and Humphrey have 
been added to the collection now on the 
walls of the Thurber galleries, supplement- 
ing the ^ exhibition of marines by. F. J, 
Waugh. The latter are all in the high ceil- 
inged main gallery at the rear where they 
appear to advantage, especially the largest 
of the group, seen through the vista of 
arches from the other two rooms. 

The Society of Business Men Painters 
has decided to change its name to the 
Business Men's Art Club, deemed better as 
a more inclusive title. Classes in landscape 
under Peyraud and twice a week at the 
Institute for figure, under Buehn, have been 
arranged. At a luncheon at the Hamilton 
Club it was decided that they should in- 
corporate and rent a suite of studios. Sat- 
urday afternoons and Sundays, when 
weather permits, will be devoted to sketch- 
ing out of doors. The first of the Sunday 
excursions was something of a family af- 
fair, all the wives and children of the paint- 
ers acccompanying them to "the open" with 
lunch baskets. . The movie news gatherers 
found them sitting round the campfire and 
proceeded to film the event. Chicago must 
be given credit for having done something 
original in art, not one bit like Greenwich 
Village. 

The Taos show at the galleries of Carson 
Pirie Scott is something more than a suc- 
cess as ten important canvases have been 
sold and a number of other sales are still 
pending. This would surely indicate that 
Chicago appreciates art as the returns are 
so far ahead of the showing made in N. Y. 

Blumenschein, Higgins and. Ufer were 
the three men represented and this made a 
very choice collection. An exhibition by 
members of this colony has never been bet- 
ter appreciated. Evelyn Marie Stuart. 
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F. S. Cobiirn, formerly better known as 
an illustrator, is now turning his attention 
to painting, and each of his exhibits 
at the Art Ass'n's display were of 
the Habitant, with his team, hauling logs 
out of the woods in winter. His drawing 
of horses^ is faultless, and his close obser- 
vation of the effects of sunlight and shadow 
falling .on the snow through the forest 
trees, is always in truthful relation to na- 
ture. His simple subjects are elevated with 
an epic feeling. Miss Alice des Clayes is 
another who excels in the painting of 
draught-horses. Her studies of farmers' 
wagons congregated around the market 
place, and of "Ice Cutters," and "The Sand 
Cart" - are each admirable, though carried 
possibly a little far in looseness of handling. 
In point of poetic feeling, the pastel "Cache 
River" by Maurice Cullen, R.C.A., is per- 
haps the most alluring of any in the Ex- 
hibition. 

In portraiture attention may be drawn to 
Home Russell's presentation of the strik- 
ing personality of Sir Thomas Tait; to E. 
Dyonnet's "A. W. P. Buchanan, K.C."; to 
J. C. Franchere's "Mr. Isaie Prefontaine," 
and "Mr. Alfred Laliberte, R.C.A."

PICTURE restoration! 
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PARIS LETTER 

Paris, May 15, 1920. 
The Salon des Artistes Francais is con- 
sidered disappointing even by its most faith- 
ful supporters, yet, taking it all round, it is 
not inferior to what it was during the last 
few years preceding the war. Only, where- 
as the Salon itself is stationary, what has 
occurred is a change in opinion. The pub- 
lic is at last discovering that the Academic 
formula is sterile and that the "Ecole's" 
teaching does more harm than no teaching 
at all. The student there is taught to see 
through hi_s master's, instead of his own 
eyes, and art is not learnt in ready made 
formulae. . It has its rules and laws, no 
doubt, but they are discovered during the 
study of nature and the old masters and the 
"professors" at the Ecole are far removed 
from both. Hence the conventional charac- 
ter of the works exhibited at the "old" 
Salon, a conventionality which even the be'SP^ 
do not avoid. Taking a typical example: M. 
Cormon has brought all his abilities to bear 
on a large canvass "Les Funerailles d'un 
Chef Gaulois": whose draughtnianship, col- 
oring, composition are unexceptionable, but 
the general character of the work is- poor, 
the expressions and gestures are forced and 
conventional, and the composition small in 
conception. There is no emotion of any 
sort, and the whole thing looks like a care- 
ful stage-setting. And so on, throughout 
the galleries. There is much ability ill- 
applied, and more importance attributed to 
the letter than to the spirit, which is steril- 
izing. On the other hand many exhibitors 
are even dishonest. They deal in decep- 
tive tricks of craft; reflections, transparen- 
cies, and other devices rneant to astonish 
and which are no compensation at all for 
absence of sound, direct workmanship and 
inner or even outer expressiveness. Many 
painters have, as was to be expected, trans- 
lated scenes from the war and would attract 
attention with insincere and repulsive forms 
of realism, some having not recoiled before 
rendering open wounds, soiled bandages and 
so forth, with the patent object of making 
a sensation. Others have resorted to facile 
and theatrical symbolism, showing soldiers 
on calvaries with all the rest of the cheapest 
pathos imaginable. Again, among the 
countless portraits of smiling women, why 
are there so many female vampires? These 
painters are as ignorant of the great master- 
pieces of the Louvre, it would seem, as they 
are out of step with their "own time. 

Portraits of Personages 

Portraits of personages in official garbs 
covered wj^th scintillating orders and the 
usual pictures of the nude are this Salon's 
distinguishing features. There are like- 
nesses of Gens. Joffre, (Daganan-Bouveret), 
Pau, Marchand, Pershing (Marquise de 
Wentworth), M. Deschanel, etc., in the cus- 
tomary profusion. M. Bonnat, exception- 
ally, has preferred to paint a Japanese lady. 
4 Among the more important exhibits are 
""Les Moissonneurs" by Henri Martin, who 
hardly ever diverges from his usual high 
standard; and Jules Adler's "La Mobilisa- 
tion, August 1914," which eloquently recalls 
those stirring times. Part of the Victory 
procession has been cleverly rendered by 
Fouqueray, who also shows a view of 
"Stamboul,'' vividly colored and with red as 
the dominant note. Their loyal admirers 
will be glad to find that Humbert, Flaming, 
J. -P. Laurens, Baschet,' Friant, Chabas, 
Lauth, Bouchor, Dupuy, Jacquier have pro- 
vided them with motives for gratification.. 
M. Maxence, while faithful to religious sub- I 
jects, IS attempting a change in the quality 
of his pigment and color. Lastly, among 
work evidencing a more modern compre- 
hension of color and composition I would 
mention "La Pause pendant la Promenade" 
by Gustave Pierre, who has seen and under- 
stood Renoir and by whom a previous work, i 
"La Releve," has already attracted much ' 
favorable comment for its sincerity and 
freedom. 

Americans Who Exhibit 

America is well represented by Ridgway 
Knight with a delightful "Cinderella," Aston 
Knight, who has done what American 
painters don't do often enough: painted 
scenes in his own country; F. A. Bridgman, 
true to Algeria, and Albert D. Gihon, who 
ranks both as a landscape and figure-painter, 
with scenes in Picardy and various por- 
traits including one of his artist-wife, nee 
Marie Thion de Bievre. 

Other Displays Now On 

The two big Salons do not by any means 
comprise artistic activity just now, smaller 
shows being as numerous as ever. At 
Druet's Piefre Laprade, a junior in yester- 
day's generation and a contemporary of 
Vuillard, Bonnard, Roussel and Lebasque, 
shows gouache landscapes, animated with 
occasional figures and his delicate floral 
pieces, which have the charm and limitations 
of sketches. Laprade may be called an 
open-air intimiste. 
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William Malherbe's nudes at Bernheim 
Jeune's are luminous, as are also Montague's 
landscapes in Provence painted with pleas- 
ant Southern verve. At Marcel Bernheim's 
M. Oliver is more realistic with views in 
Martigues, that beautiful corner of 
Provence, where Ziem used to paint many 
of his famous pictures, including those of 
Venice. But far and away the most strik- 
ing "one-man" show has been at Barba- 
zanges', namely Alexander lacovleff's paint- 
ings and drawings in the Far East. He has 
been living a couple of years in China, Mon- 
golia and Japan and has been painting there 
as some paint in Brittany or Spain, but 
especially as Gauguin painted in Tahiti. He 
introduces none of that sentimentality, that 
outsider's touch of astonishment, common 
to artists when on ground unfamiliar to 
them. lacovlefif is obviously in milieu to 
which he is naturally attuned! He is, more- 
over, a great arfist in' whom one finds 
reminiscences of Ingres and the masters of 
the early Flemish school, Thierry Bouts, 
Quentin Ma-tsys, eac. The expressions in 
a picture of the audience in a Chinese 
theatre bring to mind the intensity on the 
faces of pictures like "The Prevaricating 
Judge" at Bruges and others of that school. 
The portraits of Chinese women are by an 
Ingres of the East. , His mediums are of 
his own invention. Of what they consist 
exactly cannot be fathomed by mere ex- 
amination of his splendid pictures. Some 
are carried' out in what seems distemper, 
others in a mixture of chalks (black and red 
sanguine) of the most solid composition and 
effect. His oil-colors are always mat. A 
large painting of a Chinese town '(Sou- 
Chow) with its canals and boats, a kind of 
drunken Venice, is almost en camaieu. Im- 
pressions of vivid color (as in a girl in a 
red tunic) are- obtained' without opposition 
or shadows to throw it off. -Two-thirds of 
the pictures were sold before the close of 
the exhibition (a total of 400,000 francs) a 
success unequalled in the case of a young 
artist showing for the first time in Paris and 
having been preceded by ho "writing-up" 
or divertisement of any kind. 

-New Louvre Galleries . 

New Chinese and Japanese galleries will 
be opened next month in the Louvre. They 
will comprise the porcelains which belonged 
to M. Ernest Grandidier, the figurines col- 
lected by M. Albert Tissandier, the different 
works of art, sculpture, paintings, bronzes, 
and ceramics brought back from Turkestan 
and China by the Pellest and Laos expedi- 
tions. M. (jaston Migeon, curator of the 
Louvre, has undertaken the organization of 
these new records. 

A statue of the Egyptian God Amon, with 
the efiigy of King Tout Ankh Amon has just 
been purchased by the Louvre, from a fam- 
ily of the French nobility for the sum of 
250,000 fr.. 

The Freres Manuel have opened a gallery 
at 47 rue Dumont d'Urville near the Place 
de I'Etoile with the last work by artists, 
whose special appeal would be somewhat 
lost on the extensive walls of the salons.

PATRIOTISM AND BILLBOARDS 

While in the main, Joseph PenneH's 
attack on the "Billboard Nuisance'* in 
his characteristic rambling and .discur- 
sive and invective-punctuated, address 
before the Arts Federation Convention 
last week, and which has received wide 
attention, was justified, and while there 
is little or no question of the bad ef- 
fect on the country's taste and the 
eyes and minds of children as well as 
"grown ups," of these usually inartis- 
tic, ugly and disfiguring signs — it 
seems a pity that some one, less reck- 
less in his statements, and one who 
dcfes not publicly advertise his un- 
Americanism and lack of patriotism 
like Mr. Pennell, should not have been 
selected to champion the anti-Billboard 
campaign. As it is, Pennell's reckless 
overstatements, intemperate abuse of 
the Billboard and Poster people, and, 
especially his announced wish that "by 
next year the war and the subject of 
war memorials would be forgotten," in 
his Federation Convention speech, not 
only marred the effect of such a speech, 
but gives the Billboard people good ar- 
gument against a cause championed by 
any such individual. 

It is to be presumed that the officers 
of the Arts Federation and the mem- 
bers of that body are patriotic Ameri- 
cans, and yet the officers invited Pen- 
nell, not only knowing of his Phila. un- 
patriotic record, which lost him an ar- 
ranged honorary degree from the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, and cost him 
his membership in the Phila. Arts 
Club, to speak last year on War Me- 
morials. Last week they sat silent and 
uttered no word of protest when he ut- 
tered his wish that "Americans should 
forget the war and war memorials." 
(We understand that Mr. Pennell had 
no sons or other male relatives in the 
war and no dead or wounded to mourn 
over.) 

And the members of the Federation 
applauded the speaker— not for this ut- 
terance — thank Heaven, but for his in- 
vectives against Billboards, and hissed 
a Mr. Nokes of the Poster Magazine, 
who attempted to reply to Mr. Pen- 
neirs strictures and was called off after 
ten minutes by the Federation's Chair- 
man — although Pennell had been given 
all the time he wished^an amazing ex- 
hibition of unfairness. 

We are in entire sympathy with the 
campaign against ugly and inartistic 
Billboards, but we would respectfully 
suggest to the Arts Federation and 
other well-meaning organizations and 
citizens who wish to see the nuisance 
removed, that the way to proceed to 
accomplish an improvement — for the 
doing away with Billboard advertising 
in this overcommercialized age and 
country we do not deem possible — is 
not to abuse and call the Poster com- 
panies names a la Pennell, but to in- 
fluence them, and, if necessary, cooper- 
ate with them in the effort to employ 
only the best artists and illustrators 
for the designing of Billboard posters, 
which will really foster and improve 
public taste. The course suggested by 
Mr. Pennell and which the Arts Fed- 
eration delegates and members ap- 
plauded and endorsed will only result 
in fostering antagonism, and will be 
harmful rather than helpful. Mr. 
Nokes, for whom we hold no brief, at- 



tempted to explain last week, when he 
was hissed by the Federation delegates 
and called off by the Chairman,' that 
the Poster companies were trying to 
improve and obtain the best artistic 
posters possible. 

No campaign, no matter for what 
good purpose it may be waged, based 
on unfairness and invective, is likely 
to succeed in this or any country. 



BOSTON 

The Boston Guild has exhibited the land- 
scapes of William J. Kaula, representing the 
beautiful country found in New Ipswich, 
N. H. with its low foot-hills, ponds and old 
farm houses. The inspiration of his work, 
however, are the mid-summer clouds. Most 
of his canvases are clouded skies, soft melt- 
ing clouds tinged with rain, clouds heaped 
high one upon another, and clouds white and 
velvety seeming almost to be moving across 
the canvas. These are painted with great 
feeling and delicacy and always in harmony 
with landscapes below. 

New watercolors by John S. Sargent, in- 
cludmg *The Bridge," "The Byway," and 
The Palace Steps," have been added to the 
art collection in Mrs. John L. Gardner's 
Italian mansion in the Fenway. The new 
\yatercolors are Venetian subjects, and are in 
the antechamber. "The Palace Steps" and 
about il other examples of Sargent's work 
are shown, mcluding a landscape of the 
Canadian Rockies, a single Oriental figure 
and a small oil sketch of a woman in even- 
ing dress, seated at a supper table on which 
roses are strewn.

U. Lonnick is on exhibition at his studio It 
•y.as designed for the Christ Church, Gar- 
diner, Me., where it will be installed next 
month.

Lilla Cabot Perry is holding an exhibition 
of her paintings in" the attractive art gal- 
lery of the Milton Public Library, to June 1 
Interest centers on her children studies, 
making up the majority of canvases, for in 
the painting of children Mrs. Perry is on 
familiar ground. One of the artist's later 
canvases called "Mother and Baby," will 
please for its freshness and spontaneity of 
color and natural grouping of the two 
figures. 

The halls of the Girls' City Club, New- 
bury St., have been recently hung anew with 
a group of old masters, loaned for the time 
being from the collection of Messrs. Vose.

PHILADELPHIA. 

In the Garden and Galleries of the Phila. 
Art Alliance and in Rittenhouse Square, the 
Sculpture Committee of the Alliance has 
arranged a unique demonstration of the rela- 
tion of sculpture to architectural and open- 
air effects in gardens, parks and city life 
generally through and by an exhibition on 
to June 11. This is the first time anything 
of the kind has been attemepted in an 
exhibition in America and the contributing 
sculptors have shown great enthusiasm in 
their co-operation. Groups suitable for 
parks, parkways, memorial projects, 
statuary, sun-dials and fountains, with 
decorative works for the modern house are - 
exposed in a way impossible in the closed 
galleries of the. ordinary Wint^er exhibition. 
The exhibition committee includes Miss 
Emily Exley, Samuel S. Fleisher, Charles 
Grafly, Miss Anna C. Ladd, Albert Laessle, 
Miss Sophie Norris, Dr: Harvey Maitland 
Watts and Dr. R. Tait McKenzie, Chair- 
man. 

The exhibition continues to attract favor- 
able attention. O'Connor's group, "The 
Boy, Scouts," and Mrs. Whitney's "Aztec 
Fountain" are probably best adapted from 
their size to the surroundings. Malvina 
Hoffman's "Shivering Girl" is too small, as 
is Mrs. Ladd's group, "Wind and Spray," 
but of course the environment was not He- 
signed for them. Cyrus Dallin's bronze 
"Great Spirit" is a fine work and well placed, 
as are sun dials by Thos. Shieder Clarke 
and Paul Manship. 

Expression of emotion by the rhythmic 
movement of the human body long a part 
of Greek civilization, has been taken up as 
a feature of education in the arts in many 
American Academies. Classic dancing is 
the term used to designate this interesting 
form of art, and the guests on May 15 at 
the opening of the 21st annual exhibition of 
the Graphic Sketch Club, had an opportun- 
ity, in addition to viewing an excellent col- 
lection of contemporary paintings and sculp- 
ture by. the pupils and graduates of this 
progressive Art School, of witnessing a 
number of capital descriptive dances, by 
Miss Gifford and her class, members of the 
club, and art students working in the schdol. 

Three admirable canvases by Paulette van 
Rockness, scenes in old streets in Newport 
and Gloucester, as also a vibrant landscape, 
"Sunlight and Wind," were shown. Lazar 
Raditz had a beautifully colored figure 
study, "Catherine"; Florence Tricker sev- 
eral works, the most representative, "By 
the Creek"; Cesare Ricciardi a fine concep- 
tion of character, although a bit faulty in 
drawing, in his "Portrait of Mr. Di Gre- 
gario"; Nicholas Romano a number of well 
modeled and colored portrait heads in plas- 
ter, and some admirable paintings as well. 

Some 20 paintings by Carl J. Nbrdell were 
shown at the Rosenbach galleries to May 
29. They included figure and landscape sub- 
jects and one was still life. The clou of the 
group was an admirable nude, "The East 
Window," excellent in the expression of 
feminine character; the double portrait, 
"Inner and Outer Consciousness," and the 
single figures, also female, of the "Summer 
Girl" and "It Takes Time to Reflect." The 
titles of Mr. Nordell's pictures are not the 
least interesting part of -his exhibit and 
show that someone has had a fine apprecia- 
tion of the importance of calling things by 
their right name, such as the suggestive one, 
"Symbols of Peace," applied to a capital 
landscape in which two great trees are the 
leading features.

The sale of some 215 oils and a few water- 
olors by modern French and Belgian 
painters, mostly good and clever imitations 
f the Barbizon painters, but including a 
few originals, namely a Courbet, a Cazin, an 
sabey, and what the purchaser, Mr. Satin- 
over claims, after cleaning, to be a genuine 
acob Ruysdael, at the Anderson Galleries 
Thursday evening, May 20 last, brought 
good audience, and while the total 
)btained was only $6,253, the buyers, 
or the most part dealers, obtained real bar- 
ains, especially as the frames were worth 
ar more than the canvases brought. 

The pictures had a curious history. The 
tory runs that the late John T. Milliken, 
St. Louis capitalist and collector, commis- 
ioned a young artist protege some two or 
hree years ago, to proceed to Paris and 
urchase for him to the amount of $100,000, 
collection of authentic Barbizon and other 
"rench pictures. In due course word came 
hat the commission had been fulfilled and 
he pictures arrived, but meanwhile Mr. 
Milliken died. When the executors of his 
state came to examine, with skilled ad- 
ice, the pictures, they were found to be, 
vith a few exceptions, while works of good 
iuality, not originals, in fact modern and 
•killful copies and imitations of the Barbi- 
on and other masters. It also appeared 
-hat the works had formed the collection of 
deceased Henry Bare of Lille, France. 
A^hether or not the artist agent 'was him- 
:)elf deceived in the authenticity of the 
vc?rks, or allowed himself to be deceived, is 
lot stated. The Milliken executors, how- 
ver decided to place the works on the 
uction block and hence the sale. 
The chief buyers and who are to be con- 
gratulated upon their purchases, were 
vlessrs. Satinover, Erderheimer, G. Frank 
Aluller, as agent, Weston Galleries, W. K. 
Olcott and Col. Creighton Webb.
